Appeal for Live Crows 


Issued by University 


ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 30.—)— 
The: University of Georgia sent out 
an appeal today for crows—live 
crows. But they are not wanted 
for eating purposes. 

University scientists, busy for 
months on a problem of correlating 
the study of the effects of diseases 
of birds and animals with the dis- 
eases of man, made the call for the 
crows. 


They shied at the Oklahoma ar- 
gument concerning palatabiktty—or 
desirability—of crows for uman 
consumption. But they gave crow 
eaters something to think about by 
saying the reason they wanted the 
crows was because the birds in some 
areas are infected with round worms. 

Dr. Donald C. Boughton, of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical 
Research, is working with zoology 
Professor George Boyd on the 
correlation study. 


Their study of bird and other par- 
asites led them to a disease caused 
among crows by the round worm. 

Particularly study already has 
been made on bird parasites known 
as coccidia. They are the ones 
that cause severe poultry diseases 
known as coccidiossis. 

Crows in some states are known 
to be infected with round worms. 
It will be of interest to see whether 
they are infected in Georgia and 
surrounding states.” Boyd said. 

So the university wants crows, 
from Georgia and vicinity.

TAX LIMIT OPPONENT 
RAPS REALTY BOARD 


Out-of-State Owners of 
Georgia Property Backing 
Amendment, Says 
Burton. 


Charges that the proposel 15-mill 
tax 
sored by the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards of Chicago to re- 
lieve non-resident property owners of 
$5,000,000 in annual taxes in Geor- 
gia, were made yesterday by Rush 
Burton, editor of the Lavonia Times. 

Co-operating with the Georgia Edu- 
cation Association, the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Labor, the Georgia Munici- 
pal Association and the Association of 
County Commissioners of Georgia in 
fighting against the amendment, Kdi- 
tor Burton launched an attack against 
out-of-state interests which, he said, 
seck to have the amendment adopted 
in the November 3 election. 

“Let’s look into the facts of the 
case in Atlanta where cries of ‘tax 
reform needed’ and ‘antiquated -con- 
stitution’ are being heard,’ Burton 
said. Declaring they are promoted 
by the real estate board, he asserted 
“in Atlanta there are 101 real estate 
brokers and 208 real estate salesmen 
but only 27 are members of the Geor- 
gia Taxpayers’ League, which is 1lo- 
cally sponsoring the proposed amend- 
ment.

“They seek to make us give up 
40 per cent of our revenue for our 
common schools, reduce the terms in 
rural schools and jeopardize the ¢n- 
tire system. They ask us to give up 
$3,000,000 annually in revenue tor 
our municipalities and to make up the 
reduction locally with a sales tax or 
perhaps an occupational tax or else 
reduce service. 

“They want to relieve railroads and 
utilities from all state franchise and 
property taxes and thereby reduce the 
revenue another $1,500,000 a year. 

“This vicious proposal must be de- 
feated at the polls Tuesday and Il 
call on Georgia’s friends to  vyote 
against the amendment,” he said.

Bobby Jones and Lawson Little, 
who were two of the greatest amateur 
golfers ever to walk over a course, 
defeated Horton Smith and Jimmy 
Thomson, outstanding professionals, 
2-1, Friday afternoon on the No. 1 
East Lake course. The greatest crowd 
(close to 5,000) ever to witness a 
golf match in Atlanta followed the 
match with more than 2,000 pacing 
every step of the 18-hole round. 

A great finish, with birdies on the 
16th and 17th holes gave Jones and 
Little the match, which was unusual- 
ly close all the way with neither side 


ever being more than one up until the 
1jth green was reached. And it was 
announced to the crowd before the 
match that every putt would be holed 
out, eliminating the many “gimmies’’ 
in exhibition golf. 

BOBBY HAS 68. 

Jones with four one-putt greens, 
three of which were on the back nine 
led the scoring with a 36-32—6s. 
Thomson had a 36-35—71, with 
Smith a 73 and Little, on his first 
appearance in Atlanta, a 74. 

Thomson, recognized as the long- 
est driver in golf, demonstrated his 
power, with two unusually long 
smacks. On the third hole, 316 yards, 
and against the wind, Thomson was 
only less than 25 yards ‘rom the 
green. It was a drive of almost 300 
yards on the carry and against the 
wind. 

Thomson’s longest drive of the day 
was at No. 8, a 364-yard hole, where 
he was less than 50 yards from the 
pin.
